THE WAR. 


Wars it is remembered how small 
the navy of Japan really is, the work 
31 that it has accomplished since hosti- 
lities began on the 8th of February is 
amazing. Excluding the two cruisers 
bought at Genoa, which, as far as we 
know, have not yet left the dockyard 
at Yokosuka, it consisted of six 
modern battleships and one twenty- 
year old ironclad captured from China, 
six large and two small armoured 
cruisers, and thirty-one other cruising 
vessels of all kinds of from 615 to 
5,416 tons’ displacement. Added to 
these are twenty destroyers of from 
285 to 400 tons, seven first-class tor- 
pedo-boats of 115 to 190 tons, and 
more than fifty small torpedo-boats. 
With this very small force Japan had 
before her the task of watching the 
four big Russian cruisers at Viadivos- 
tock, watching the two Russian 
cruisers, one of them a large and very 
valuable vessel, at Chemulpo, watch- 
ing the Mandjour at Shanghai, and 
preventing the powerfal Russian fleet 
at Port Arthur from leaving that 
harbour, 

‘The Port Arthur fleet, if really in 
fighting condition, should have been 
a match for all the ships Admiral 
‘Togo could bring against it, but. Vice~ 
roy Alexeieff was handicapped by the 
knowledge that he had no facilities 
for repairing his ships if they were 
damaged. ‘The Russians, therefore, 
have not dared to allow their ships to 
go beyond the protection of the guns 
in the forts at Port Arthur, while 
Admiral Togo could not afford to 
allow his ships to come too 
closely within the range of those 
guns.” His object has been, therefore, 
to do as much damage as he could

ledged by the general order in which 
the Rusdan Commander announces 
his intention to die but never sur- 
render,—* and the northern squadron 
cut off and apparently afraid under 
the guns of Viadivostock. .. Under 
the circumstances Japan has an all 
but absolute command of the sea, so 
that troops can be landed with safety 
at any part of the south or west coast 
of Corea from Fusan to the Yalu, and 
we may be sure that the War Depart- 
ment loses-no time. A defensive 
alliance with Corea has also been 
concluded, so that the Japanese 
forces have a free field in Corea, and 
tbe co-operation of the Corean Go- 
vernment, whatever that may be 
worth, In the meantime, although 
no opportunity will be lost to inflict 
damage on the enemy on the sea, 
there does not seem to be any neces- 
sity for any farther naval action just 
now, so that the next act of war will 
probably be a land pattle on. the 
Yalu, or perbaps an attack both from 
land and sea on Port Arthur, against 
which it is not likely to hold out 
very long.” 

The first week of the war was so full 
of events and excitement, that the 
preseat lull seems actually tedious. 
The Japanese are having wonderfal 








success in keeping their movements 
seer :t, bus it is uuderstvod that three 
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armies have been a'ready landed in 
Corea. As we have said before, 
Jand forces naturally trave! much 
more stowly than sea _ forces, 
an army rarely being able to 
move as far ina day as a fleet 
can move in an hour, and we can 
hardly expect. to hear of any serious 
action on land until towards the end 
of the present month, ‘The Russians 
are terribly handicapped by having 
lost tle power to get reinforcements 
and supplies by sea. ‘That their 
troops, officers and men, will fight 
‘vith dogged courage, is certain ; but 
the Japanese have the inestimable 
advantage that every Japanese is 
fighting for his country’s existence, 
and knows what he is fighting for, 
and it is doubtful if the Russiaa 
private soldier, brave as he is, knows 
enough to have the same intense 
spirit of patriotisn:.

Although the Commander-in-Chiefs 
own report is not yet received, there 
is no apprehension whatever that our 
squadron has sustained any injury.”

An official dispatch states that an 
attempt was made to bottle up Port 
Arthur early in the morning of the 
24th instant by means of eight 
stone-laden merchantinen, each with 
acrew of five, three in the engine- 
room and two on deck.

THE RECENT ACTION AT 
PORT ARTHUR. 


London, 27th February.

THE RECENT ATTACK ON 

PORT ARTHUR. 
Tokio, 28th February. 

An officer who was with the Ja- 
panese squadron during the latest 
attacks on Port Arthur gives the 
following account of the engage- 
ments:— 

The combined fleets commenced 
their movements as arranged for a 
further attack on Port Arthur on the 
20th inst., but owing to the incle- 
mency of the weather operations 
were necessarily deferred for a day. 
On the 22nd we sent scouts towai 
Port Arthur. On their way they 
met a Russian vess.l, in appearance 
like the transport Kazan, and fired 
on her, but were uoable te say whe- 
ther they did her any damage. 

At3.30 a.m. on the 24th the vessels 
sent to block the mouth of the harbour 
made their dash on the port, Four 
Wwerful searchlights were being 
worked by the Russians and a brisk 
fire was opened as soon as the steamers 
werediscovered. In consequence of the 
searchlights the Tenshin Maru ran 
alittle off her course and grounded 
just east of the Linotishan point. 
The Bushiu Maru destroyed and sank 
herself about 400 metres aft of the 
Tenshin Maru. ‘The Hokuku dashed 
towards the lighthouse and grounded 
there with her bow pointing N.N.W. 
Another of the steamers, believed to 
be the Buyo Maru, destroyed and 
sank herself about two and a half 
cables’ length to the S.E. of the 
Bushiu Maiu. Another steamer, 
probably the Jinsen Maru, appeared 
7 be grounded close in below Golden 

ill. 

With great bravery the torpedo 
boats accompanying the steamers 
went in under a heavy fire and took 
off the crews of the sinking steamers. 

Althougk the manceuvre did not, 
succeed so fully and satisfactorily 
as was hoped, the attack had 
a demoralising effect on the ene- 
my. Three non - commissioned 
officers and one sailor on board 
the Hokuku Maru received slight 
wounds ; all the others who took part 
in the attack are safe. ‘The torpedo| 
boats and destroyers accompanying) 
the expedition received no damage 
whatever, | 

Our main squadron arrived op-} 
posite Port Arthur at 10 am. and 
sent the cruiser division as scouts tu 
see what was proceeding. It was 
discovered that the cruiser Novik 
and five destroyers were about. to 





the Liaotishan side. We attacked 
them. 

On the night of the 24th inst., our 
destroyers were divided into three 
parties. The first went to Pigeon 
Bay; the second to Talienwan, At 
neither place was any enemy found. 
The third party attacked the ships 
at Port Arthur, under hostile fire. 
‘The result of their expedition has not 
been ascertained. 

At.9 a.m, on the 25th, our squadron 
visited Port Arthur again and 
found the cruisers. Bayan, Askold, 
and Novik outside. We attacked them 
and at the same time shelled the 
inner harbour and town. The Russian 
men-of-war and the forts replied, 
fring for about 30 minutes. ‘Then 
the Russian men-of-war_ iwithdrew. 
‘The distance from which the bom- 
bardment was carried out was so great 
that the damage done was not ex- 
tensive. Our own ships received no 
damage nor were there any casual- * 


| ties. 


Judging by the movements of the 
enemy their object was to induce 
us if possible to come within a cross 
fire from their fort guns, and to draw 
us over their mines. 

While our main squadron was 
engaging the Russians in front our 
cruiser division stood off to the 
south to distract the attention of the 
enemy. ‘These cruisers saw, two 
Russian destroyers endeavouring to 
enter Port Arthur from the south 
and immediately bombarded them. 
One of the destroyers succeeded in 
getting into the harbour. ‘The other 
ran for Pigeon Buy, chased by the 
cruiser, It ran itself aground on the 
northern point of the Bay and was 
destroyed. ‘The scouting vessels be- 
longing to our aquatcon received no 
damage.—Special telegram.

or less done Chinese journalistic 
work. For instance, Dr. Richard 
twelve or thirteen years ago skilfully 
edited a Chinese daily paper in Tien- 
tsin. We have been told that Vice- 
roy Chang Chih-tung sent fur all the 
back numbers of Dr. Richsrd’s paper, 
and possib'y a perusal of them led to 
His Excel-ency’s growing apprecia: 
tion of the great advantage of news- 
pipers; as he said: “They show us 
our complaints. Duk» Huan, of 
Tsi, died be-ause he did not know 
what his sickness was, and i 
perished throngh ignorance of his 
faults.” Then Dr. Y, J. Allen has 
long been identified with the famous 
“Review of the Times,” whilst Mr.

Once more we have here an under- 
taking which can hold good only 
through the’ final success of Japanese 
arms, Japan is virtually proclaiming 
a protectorate over Corea, In assum- 
ing such a position it is evident that 
she hopes to obtain other support such 
as would be given her by the prompt 
approval of her agreement with 
Corea, 

Article V binds the two contract- 
ing powers not to conclude with a 
third any agreement at variance with 
the terms of this protocol unless by 
mutual consent, and the remaining 
article provides for the arrangement 
of such detsils “as the circumstances 
at maturity require.” 

We’ have here a document of the. 
highest importance, a document 
which if Japan be successful will 
mark the beginning of a new epoch 
in international relations at least so 
far as the Far East is concerned. 
By it the integrity of Corea can be 
threatened only at the risk of a war 
with Japan, and there is but one 
Power; and never has been but one 
Power, with the desire to take ad- 
vantage of Corean weakness: for 
Japanese disadvantage: That power 
is Russia, whose aspirations, deadly 
to Japan, Corea, and China, are 
hardly less so to all other Powers

Japanese action respecting this 
Corean protocol is amply justified 
both by events and by what is known 
as the rule of intervention in inter- 
national law. In Lawrence’s hand- 
book this is thus defined: “The es- 
sence of intervention is a curtailment 
of the independent action of the.State 
or States against which coercion is 
used or threatened. Therefore cogent 
reasons are necessary to justify 1,” 
and these are thus laid down: (1) 
Self-preservation, as when Austria 
intervened between France and Prus- 
sia in 1813, (2) Treaty-right, as in 
the case of Belgium in 1870, 
when Great Britain offered armed 
assistance if Belgian territory were 
invaded either by France or Prussia, 
(8) Preventing illegal intervention 
on the part of another, as when Eng- 
land sent troops to Portugal in 1826 
to stop Spanish assistance to Dom

who hope for a fair field and no 
favour on North Pacific shores. 
How Japan has looked upon the pos- 
sibility of such a consummation is 
seen by her action, Without a 
moment's hesitation, as soon. as 
diplomacy had failed, she threw her- 
self headlong into the life and death 
struggle which she had long foreseen. 
Her initial successes have astonished 
the world of 1904 as did those of ten 
years ago, and, probably, Russia 
most’ of all, for she had long been 
living in a fools’ paradise without a 
thought of the serpent lurking there- 
in, a serpent of her own breeding. A 
little further success is all that is 
needed for Japan to have at her back 
the combined’ strength of all Eastern 
Asia in addition to the good wishes 
of the Powers farthest West. 

Japan must now follow the lead 
of China to this extent that she 
should as soon as possible have her 
newly conciuded agreement made the 
subject of assent by other Powers, 
since according to international 
custom anynew declarations “avowed- 
ly altering or adding to the law 
or making changes in the political 
status or distribution of territories 
are important in proportion to the 
number of States which sign them 
and the length of time during which 
their provisions are _ observed.”

SHANGHAI LADIES’ 
BENEVOLENT 
SOCIETY. 


4th March. 

We have received the twenty- 
seventh annual report of this very 
valuable and equally unassuming 
Society, which has been carried on 
now for so many years entirely by 
the ladies of Shanghai, the only mere 
man whose assistance is accepted 
being the auditor. It may be men- 
tioned that the officials of the Society 
are Mrs. Hodges, Mrs. Brand, Mrs. 
P. F. Lavers, and Mrs. J. L. Scott, 
the two last-named undertaking the 
onerous and honorary duties of trea- 
surer and secretary, respectively, the 
other committee-women being Mes- 
dames Boisragon, Bruce Robertson, 
Dowler, Harding, Kirchner, and Tours. 
‘The members, whose names are given 
in this report, number 150, of all 
creeds and nationalities. Shanghai 
is such a large city now that it only 
requires a little more knowledge of 
the Society and its work to have 
this number doubled. ‘The report 
shows that the sum of $1,968 was 
expended during the year, while the 
subscriptions only amounted to$1,432. 
Nevertheless, the Society at the close 
of the year had a balance in hand of 
$630, “owing to an extremely hand- 





some donation of $774.46, part of the 








proceeds of a Charity performance 
given at the Country Club, without 
which our balance would have been 
a very small one, as there is a falling- 
off in the number of subscribers this 
year.” Ib is noted that twenty- 
seven cases, of which fourteen only 
were new ones, received pecuniary 
assistance during the year; and 
thanks are given to Mr. Shaw and 
Messrs. Mactavish and Lehmaon for 
supplying the Society with milk and 
medicine at reduced rates. 

The report continues :— 

“'Phose of our readers who may 
refer to last year’s report, in which 
the subject was especially touched 
upon, will notice that the number of 
deadbeats and generally undeserving 
males, principally of the seafaring 
class, is steadily on the increase. Nob 
half of those whe apply for help re- 
ceive it, as they are more often than 
not utterly unworthy, but the con- 
stant appeals of such individuals at 
the doors of private houses is becom- 
ing a serious nnisance, and the Com- 
mittee finds it more and more difficult 
to cope with them, so it has been 
decided to give no further assistance 
to any such applicants unless they 
bring letters of recommendation from 
some really reliable source. The 
casual ward, for which we have plea- 
ded more than once, seems as far off 
as ever, and the powers that be do 
not apparently realise that some- 
thing more than a committee of 
ladies is needed to deal with this 
question adequately.” 

‘The question of destitute foreign- 
era in an International Settlement 
like this is a very troublesome and 
delicate one. It is understood that 
any foreigner who is actually without 
food or shelter can get a meal and a 
shake-down at one of the police 
stations ; but however distressed one 
of these deadbeats may represent 
himself to be, he invariably shies 
when the police station is suggested 
to bim; “he has never been in a 
police station yet, and he does not 
want to begin now.” Tho establish- 
ment of a casual ward, for which the 
ladies tell us they have pleaded 
more than once, is a matter that 
requires a good deal of consideration. 
A home open to all foreigners with- 
out visible means of subsistence 
would soon be a very considerable 
drain on municipal finances, and 
would attract to this port the most 
undesirable class of immigrants, while 
it might be difficult for the Council 
to get authority to impose a labour 
test. : 

There is a very graceful notice in 
the report of Mrs: Hodges, the late 
President ; “ she will be much missed, 
as she has been identified with the 
L. B.S. since. 1887, having been 
twice President for a term of years 
and once Hon. Secretary, She took 
the deepest interest in the welfare 
of the Booiety, as did also her hus- 
band, the late Chaplain of the 
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Cathedral, whose unfailing sympathy 
and ready help were always at our 
disposal, and who grudged no time 
or trouble spent. on our behalf.” 
Grateful allusion is made in the 
report to four other ladies, Mrs. 
Bremner, for three years the able 
honcrary secretary, Mrs. Probst, a 
good worker, Mrs. Knappe, and Mrs. 
‘Bruce Robertson. 

A list follows of thirteen old cases, 
which are still cared for by the 
Society, and the reader cannot help 
thinking how many similar cases 
there may be which the Society has 
not funds enough to assist. The 
majority of the cases are Portuguese, 
but they include an English woman 
whose husband had died, the Society 
paying his funeral expenses, and “an 
Englishman, over 70, who is very 
infirm and past his work snd to 
whom $5. month and a little coal 
during the cold weather are given. 
‘Among the new cases is one of an 
‘American woman, who had been ill 
in hospital, and whose passage back 
to the States was paid by the 
Society, “and: sat factory accounts 
have since been received of her.” 
Perhaps the most pathetic case 
is No. 456: “A poor English 
woman, formerly the trapezist in a 
circus which came here. She had 
been ill in the Victoria Narsing 
Home for nearly a year with partial 
paralysis and consequent lors of me- 
mory. As there was no likelihood of 
her getting employment here, and 
she was most anxious to go down to 
Sydney, where she had friends and 
relations, a second-class passage was 
given her from Shanghai to that port 
nnd a little money also given.” What 
acontrast between the graceful girl 
swinging easily on the trapeze, the 
centre of attraction in a crowded 
circus, and the same girl penniless 
and paralysed, appealing, happily not 
in vain, to charity for means to get 
back to die among her friends and 
relations. It must be remembered 
that though this Society is entirely 
managed and mainly supported by 
ladies, contributions are welcome from 
any quarter, and the expense of ad- 
ministration is confined to the cost of 
stationery, stamps, and postcards.

In so far, there is no fault to be 
found with this annual, which has ignored 
nothing of any importance. As literature, 
—and it does profess to give articles 
for the study of its patrons,—it is not so 
successful. F. R. Spofforth, in an 
easay much toe brief and sketchy, has 
undertaken to show why professionals 
sre, bette bowlers than the gentlemen 
players are. ‘‘Spoff” gives two pages 
of generalities about ‘schoolboys’ 
bowling,” but does not seem to 
have thought of the obvious answer, 
which is ‘“becauso they have to be.” 
As is frequently the case with men 
who do things, Spofforth can bowl much 
better than he can write about it. There 
is something new, too, in the very short 
article in which D. L. A, Jephson om- 
phasises so strongly the advantages of 
‘playing back.” After slightly misquoting 
Ranji’s “Cricket,” to obtain his text, he 
spoils the effect’ of his good advice by 
over-emphasis. Perhaps forward play has 
been abused, and ‘‘sound cricket” some- 
what neglected, but there is no use in 
directing the attention of the colts to one 
ays in particular. There are occasions 
when to play back would be as foolish as 
rash forward play on a tricky wicket. 
Keep your eyo on the ball, and play ac- 
cordingly, holds good as ever. Ranjitsinbji 
never meant his remarks about the “ mo- 
ment when the ball is out of sight” 
to be applied as Mr. Jephson applies 
‘The eye and the hand must work together, 
as in pianoforte playing. Itis unfortunate 
in one way that cricketers should have to 
depend for their anuuals upon firms which 
supply gear. Advertisment of a distasteful 
kind appears even in the obituary notices, 
vide that on Mr. Arthur Haygarth, the 
originator of ‘Cricket id 
Biographies.” Wisden says: 
the work consists of fourteen volumes, 
every line of which was penned by Mr. 
Haygarth, the statement inserted at the 
‘commencement of the first volume that the 
Lilywhites assisted in the compilation 
being altogether inaccurate, and inserted 
merely to suit their own ends.” The 
Lillywhites are an _opposi 
and publish an annual of their own.

‘The summer was the 
wettest within the experience of anyone 
now playing first-class cricket, worse even 
than 1879, and io nearly all parts of the 
country the game had to contend against 
overwhelming dissdvanteges.” Mr. Pardon 
reminds us that Middlesex, the champion 
‘county for 1903, also stood first in 1866 
and again in 1878.

Study ue 
national customs while you study the 
language, and remember whut you leara. =A 
few colossal blunders will promote your 
growth in humility.

It takes meu of dillerent nats 
alities a long time to understand each otuers 
tastes, customs, and virtues.”

\A Tragic Mystery. 

‘The officials of our city are in great 
trouble and perplexity over a horrible aid 
mysterious murdor which occurred within:

possible—is not only wiso in itself, but is 
an aid to China in maintaining this 
neutrality. There can be little doubt as 
regards the purpose of Russia to enter the 
province of Chibli with troops, and pro- 
bably Peking itself for the better carrying 
out of her plans, had no such action been 
taken. She may attempt it yot if she sees 
anything to be gained by it.

jon the words “ Northern Settlements” in 
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Clause VII of the Contract made between 
the Waterworks’ Company and the 
Municipal Council the 18th March, 188: 
—the Company holding that the Sett! 
ments as they existed in 1881 were re- 
ferred to, and the Council contending 
that the words are applicable to the Set- 
tlements as they exist to-day. 

In that Contract of 18th March, 1881 
there is no direct reference to Settlement 
limits, or to possible Settlement Exten- 
sion; a conclusion nist therefore be 
arrived at by inference from attendant 
facts. 

T have read attentively the opinions of 
the Arbitrators and I have considered 
most carefully the arguments of Counsel 
‘on both sides. 

In 1880 there wore four competing 
water schemes before the Council ; three 
wore based upon the plan that the Muni- 
sipality should provide capital and con- 
struct and operate ita own works; the 
fourth—the 5I Jeny 
Ld., proposed to establish its own plant, 
obtain from the Council the right to 
lay its mains, and to supply water under 
contract tobe made with the Municipality. 

Tho Council finally put aside the idea 
of establishing Municipal owned Water- 
works, and opened negotiations with the 
Waterworks Company which ultimately 
led to the Contract of the 18th March, 
1881. 

In the meantime the competing pro- 
P made it plain to all that the 
Settlements North of the Yangkingpang 
were a growing and expanding town, and 
that whatever system of works might be 
established it was imperative that that 
system should be adaptod to meet the 
future needs of an enlarged and increasing 
community. 

Vith that thought well before them, 
it is not unroasonable to suppose that 
the kindred thought of “ Settlement Ex- 
tension” would find its way into the 
minds of the nine far-seeing business men 
who formed the Council that year; and 
when they framed a Contract with the 
Watorworks Company, I must beliove that 
those public needs were not be overlooked 
Dut were to be protected in that Contract. 

From the correspondence and from the 
speeches at the Special Public Meeting of 
Uith June, 1880, it is easy to see that the 
contract proposed to be made between 
the Council and the Waterworks Company 
was considered a virtual monopoly for the 
Company; and that view was doubtless 
held by both parties to the contract when 
the contract was signed, But I must be- 
lieve that those nine councillors would 
never have parted with such an important 
franchise as that without feeling assured 
that the Contract would include just 
provision for the future needs and rights 
of the Shanghai Settlements. 

T infer that the words “ Northern Set- 
tloments” as used in the Contract were 
purposely intended to cover possible 
Settlement Extension. 

I find that. the words “ Northern Set- 
tlements” in Clause VII of the contract are 
to be construed as applicable to the area 
of the International Settlement as it exists 
to-day.

During the year just elapsed the health 
of the Concession has been good. No 
doaths occurred in the foreign population, 
and there was but little sickness of any 
gravity.

Two of 
these cases were treated here, one.ending 
fatally and one recovering. A third 
patient died at Nanking, and was taken 
to Chinkiang for interment. While the 
port and its immediate vicinity remained 
Kosolutely free from cholera, some of the 
Geaths in the native city and suburb 
were by popular report attributed to this 
iGisease; whether correctly or not, it is 
impossible to say.

THE SOCIETY FOR 
THE RESCUE OF THE 
CHINESE JEWS. 


Revont. 

Le is with extreme regrot thst tke Jecez 
of the esteemed and beoved Wresident ot 
the Society ever since its formation, Mr. 
Lewis Moore, is to be recorded. He has 
always taken a very keen interest in the 
welfare of the Chinese Jews. Auvther 
regrettable incident has also happened since 
the date of the lust General Meeting. Mr. 
Li King-son, who was the first mative Jew 
wo come to Shanghai in 1900, died on ‘Tues- 
day, the 1th Ab., 5663 (4th August, 1903). 
Ho ‘was given a Jewish burial and buried in 
the Jewish cemetery. Several members of 
the Jewish Lommurity attended his funeral. 
It was then discovered that be bore the 
covenant of Abraham. ‘This makes one 
inclined to presume that during Mr. Li 
King-son's infancy  circumeision was "not 
‘altogether forgotten. He didn’t seem, how- 
fever, up to the time of his decease, to know 
anything about it when he was repeatedly 
‘tsked various questions on the subject. 

Soon after the last General Meeting, our 
late President’ made an appeal to” co- 
religionists all over the globe on bebalf of 




















the Chinese Jews, and copies of his appeul 
were forwarded to various 
and 


rts of the world 
published in several Jewish papers in 
ype and America. Unfortanately, how- 

the support received in response to 
such’ an oppeal was not of such a nature 
us to enable the Committee to take such steps 
in the rescue of our native co-religionists as 
they would wish to have done. 

‘It is due to various causes, but principally 
to want of sullicient funds ‘ut the disposal 
of, the Committee, that the sending of a 
mission to Kaiféngfu for the purpose of 
obtaining trustworthy and reliable informa- 
tion, which they had in view since te 
formation of the Society, bad not yet come 
to puss. 5 

‘A co-religionist in the north of China, has 
acquainted the Committes of his kind inten- 
tion to take a trip to Kaiféngfu, us soon 
as business duties permit him to do so, und 
visit the Chinese Jews for the puxpose of 
obtaining proper information as to their 
state, etc. A Hebrew scholar was retamed 
to accompany him there. Unfortunately to 
the cause, however, utter the lupse of 
about a year he had to suddenly alter his 
plins, and he was obliged to give up the 
idea of going to Kaiféngfu. Another 
yentleman, a member of the Committee, Mr. 

J. Shekury, has since intimated to the 
other co-members of the Committee his’kind 
intention of going to Kaiféngfu during the 
autumn months. ‘The present _ politi 
troubles, however, made him postpone hi 
journey for the time being, as travelling 
the interior, and more especially in Honan, 
is not a safe thing to do now. 

Since the death of Li King-son, two of 
the ative Jews went back to their homes, 
‘and we have now with us six of them. They 
are attending the Shanghai Jewish School 
and studying Hebrew and English. Severai 
‘attempts have been made to obtain employ- 
ment for some of them, which did not prove 
Successful, owing to their insufficient know- 
edge of the local dialect or English. If no 
further help is received in the near future 
these six native Jews will have to be sent 
back to their homes, as the balance of the 
fund now in hand will not go very far in 
maintaining and educating them much 
Jonger.

The Kiachta Telegraph Line. 

‘A question having been asked us with 
regard to the new Kiachta telegraph lin: 
just opened to international trafic, 
to whom the line belongs, we may stato 
hére for the information of those who 
wish to know that it belongs to the 
Chinese Telegraph Administration and 
was constructed by H. E. Shéng Kung- 
pao at some expense for the convenience 
of the public, As a matter of fact the 
Kiachta line would have been, wo a 
credibly informed, opened to the publ 
some two years ago but for obstructions 
cansed by Russian influences at work 
ever since its construction—obstructions 
© a night-mare, have been 
oppressing Chinese freedom of movement 
since 1900. 


Viecroy Chang Chih-tung, 

according to a Tientsin telegram, left 
his home in Nanp‘thsien, Tientsin pre- 
fecture, for Hankow on the 23rd instant 
and is expected to arrive at the latter 
place, travelling part of the way by the 
Lu-Han railway, on or about the 2nd prox- 
imo. H.E. is accompanied by his faith- 
ful henchman, Mr. Liang Tun-yen, one of 
the returned American students, an ex- 
Yale University-man, and Taotai-desi 
of Hankow (the Han-Huang-Kui 
Intendaney of Hupeh province). 
The War. 

‘The following has been received fron 
a reliable source in Moukden, the capital 
of Fengtien province (Lower Manchuria) : 
—It is stated from various parts of the 
province that a great many Russian con- 
scripts have deserted from their several 
garrison posts, many assuming the native: 
garb in order to escape discovery, while 
others again havo fled to the hills and 
joined scattered bands of brigauds.— 
‘A. large Russian river gunboat armed 
with quick firers and manned by a 
company of Russians belonging to the 
regular army, used during the summer 
and warm months to patrol the 
Liao River, is now aground there and 
unable to leave the vicinity. In his 
anxiety to get away 80 as to avoid possible 
capture by a Japanese or Chinese force 
in the near future the Russian command- 
aut of the gunboat tried to get together 
a large body of coolies tu dig a channel 
so as to enable the gunboat to get down 
river into deep open water. In spite of 
the offer of extra pay no Chineso could 
be tempted to work for the Russians who 
are now universally looked upon in Man- 
churia as the worst enemies of China. 
The gunboat is therefore still lying high 
aground in the Liao.—News has been 
received by Tartar General Tséng Ch’i 
of Moukden that mounted bandits have 

[pulled up a large umuber of rails aud 
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destroyed portions of the Mancharian 
railway in six different. places, making 
in all a total of some forty-cight miles 
in extent. Sixteen so-called Russian 
“railway guards” have also beon- sliot 
or hed their throats cut by mounted 
bandits during the operations above noted. 
With referetice to the 
Japanese officers caught by the Russians 
while attempting fo blow up the Sungari 
river railway bridge, it is reported 
that would never have happened had’ the 
unlucky officers not been too eager to do 
their work. As a matter of fact there 
was a large body of mounted Hunghatze 
thirty-miles away ready to support them 
had these three officers only consented to 
wait twenty-four hours longer. ‘There 
were four Japanese ready to do the work, 
of whom one happened to be with the 
‘Hunghutze at the time in erder to lead 
‘them to the vicinity of the bridge for 
the purpose of covering the operations. 
Either the three captured officers thought 
‘they saw an opportunity of blowing up 
the Sungari river bridge before the artival 
of their covering party, and so were 
caught by the Russians, or they were 
discovered by the latter while loitering in 
the neighbourhood and suspicions accord- 
ingly ‘aroused and so were arrested and 
tried by courtmartial ; at any rate when 
the Hunghutze appeared in the vicinity 
they sawa whole regiment of infantry and 
fe 300 cavalry encamped near the 
railway bridge. Scouts sent on to find 
‘out the truth soon returned with the sad 
news and a body of Russian cavalry being 
reported coming towards the place where 
the Hunghutze were drawn up, the latter 
had to retire taking the fourth Japanese 
officer with them. 








27th February. 
The Piteous Condition of the 
Waiwupu. 

If is stated in mandarin circles that the 
Russian Minister at Peking has compla: 
ed bitterly to the Waiwapu concernit 
the recontt activity of the mounted bandits 
in cutting down Russian lines of commu- 
nication in Manchuria, and has threatened 
that if the Chinese Government do not 
take steps to stop the bandits it will be 
considered by the Russian Government as 
‘an unfriendly act and that the bandits 
are being secretly countenanced by the 
Chinese Government on behalf of the 
Japanese. 

‘The Russian Minister therefore threat- 
ened that if the Chinese did not stop the 
pandits at once the Russian Governntent 
would not recognise the neutrality of 
China and the blame would rest with the 
latter. This, it is stated, caused a piteous 
collapse among the Ministers of the 
Waiwupu who, panie-stricken, at once 
jssued orders to Tseng Chi, the Tartar 
General of Moukdeni and Viceroy Yuen 
Shih-k‘ai to sevd ins:ructions without 
delay to their subordinates in and along 
the borders of Manchuria to put a stop, 
by force if need bo, to the hostile acts of 
the banditti in question. Apropos, the 
Russian Minister evidently ignored the 
fact and the members of thé Waiwupu 
wore too panic-struck to remember, that 
these very bandits were enrolled and 
armed by the Russian militaty authorities 
jn Manchuria themselves to fight and 
overawe the Chinese mandarins, but that, 
more loyal to their country than the 
fogies controlling the Government in 
Peking, these levies turned upon their 
new masters the moment they saw a way 
‘open for them to drive off the hated in- 
vader. 
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| Japanese at Work. 

A tel received by local Mandarins 
from the North reports the destruction by 
fire on the 20% inst:, ofa quantity of food 
staffs stored at Kinchou (27 miles from 
Port Arthiif) belonging to the Riissian 
forces. I€ is believed to be the work of 
Japanese or their sympathisers.

THE FIRST BATTLE 
OF PORT ARTHUR, 


ANOTHER EYE-WITNESS’S 
DESCRIPTION. 





On the 8th instant, at 11.30 p.m., we were 
lying in quarantine outside of the entrance 
‘The Russian fleet was lying in three lines 
outside us, and on the eastern side of the 
entrance there were also a few ships, gun- 
boats, training ships and torpedo-boats 
cruising in the same line with ourselves. 
making a fourth line. Suddenly we felt a 
heavy submarine explosion, with two more 
in quick succession. The Russian fleot then 
began firing from the outer line with lic 
guns, their drums beating to quarters, while 
the search-lights of every ship were turned 
on. Steam launches and torpedo-boats begin 
rushing about, but in a few minutes the 
firing died down and we thought it was only 














‘sume MyM wancuvre. We were about to 
cam um again whea the firing broke out 
uiresh. sseuween half-past twelve and one 
viclock tae two Russian battleships passed 
in and took up @ position right across we 
narrow entrance, while one of the larger 
eruisers took up @ position close to tne 
entrance under the light-house. It 
jseemed to us a strange manquvre for 
such large ships at night-time, so 
we stayed on deck to watch further 
| developments. As 1 was cold, however, and 
things became a trifle slow, we .turned in 
wbout 2am. At 235 um. we were cuiled 
out again us wo very excited naval officers 
bourded us and in a mixture of Freuch aad 
English asked uur names, etc. We got uu 
uews from them as they leit in about is 
minute. At 5.30 a.m. another naval oiticer 
bourded us and we leurned that the 
Viceroy had ordered that no ship was 
to leave or enter the harbour unul 
further notice. After that I  remumed 
on deck with one passenger, and at 
daylight we made out that one of the owt- 
teships was all down by the head and an- 
other by, the stern, while the big cruiser had 
xy list to port, all of them having 
learned later, been tory ‘and now lying 
aground. Turning round and looking se 
ward, we saw outside the deet a ring of 
torpedo-boats, and farther out we saw some 
of the Russian cruisers that we knew to the 
westward, while several masts showed on 
the horizon beyond them. ‘These we judged 
to be cruisers looki for what had dis- 
turbed them the night before. Between six 
and seven o'clock the inner cruisers came 
back and took up their old positions with 
the fleet, and those hull down came slowly 








cruisers) and lay in line, stern on. about 6 
or 7 miles off. ‘Then we noticed numbers of 
men on the forts overhead, looking out. to 
sea, while the decks of the stranded cruiser 
were crowded with men all looking in the 
same direction. About 7.45 a.m. the three 
cruisers turned and slowly steumed across 
{the front of the Russian ileet, to the east 
ward. and probably about 6 miles off. At 
1.55 I saw distinctly with the telescope that 
the Rising Sun of Japan was flying from 
their mast-heads and gaffs. It was like « 
electric shock to us and we understood ai 
once the meaning of the night manoeuvres, 
though we had been looking on for nearly 
two hours. thinking that. as the Clines 
board said, there had been a bad collision 
amongst the fleet the night before. The 
whole Russian fleet was now weighing slow- 

















ly and clumsily, and by 8.20 were 
under way and steaming after 

Japanese cruisers, but, farthes 
wards Dalny. In a few minutes the da- 





panese were out of sight to the S.F. 
ward and at 9.15 a.m. the Russian fleet re- 
turned to anchor, actually dropping the same 
great mooring anchors, although it had 
taken them so long to get them up before. 
They were perfectly certain, and said so 
openly, that the Japs would’ never dare to 
attack Port Arthur. Afterwards they sent 
a couple of cruisers out scouting in the dive 
tion in which the enemy's cruisers had dis. 
appeared. At 10.50 a.m. we were cleared 
from quarantine and at the same time one of 
the cruisers returned at great speed, firing 
heavily astern, the others having returned 
previously. se were then ordered to shift 
our berth for the training ship, but were not 
assigned to any special position. We started 
to weigh anchor and moved ‘to the west- 
ward, close to the str. Ningoota, which haa 
only “just got in, having slipped in close in 
shore round the promontory, from the west- 
ward. At 10.55, or just as we took up our 
ber.-, we saw the Japanese fleet, sixtcen 
ships in number, coming up full speed from 
the eastward. The battleships were lead- 
ing, then came the armoured cruisers. with 
the’ remaining cruisers in the rear. all in 
single file. The Russian fleet were weiching 
anchor slowlr. washing their éhains and try- 
ing to cet their wooden-stocked monr- 
ing anchors fished. instead of slipping them 
and getting their shins under command. Tt 
‘was really amazing. the Jnpanese fleet ho- 
‘ing almost on top of them. 

About 11.15 the first Japanese shell-

tleships right off the entrance and close to 
where 17 torpedo-boais were lying togetner, 
about one-third of a mile away from us. 
‘The torpedo-boats, training ship, and a small 
gun-vessel wheeled and went into harbour, 
{While those on the big ships continued wash" 
|ing their chains and trying to get their an- 
chors secured, the shower of shell in the 
ueantime beginning to thicken. We started 
‘to weigh, having for pleasant companions a 
‘Greottnoalied “battehip” aod. the stall 
‘eruiser Novik. The former, abreast of us, 
distant about 300 yards, was throwing beds 
and bedding and lumber of all sorts through 
her amidship gun ports as she got her head- 
jway on her, while we raced close in shore 
jaway to the westward. At tirst this battle-

A 
second later one burst under our bows and 
sent a shower up forward, and so things 
went on, the concussion taking away our 
\breath and shaking the ship like a leaf. 
| Looking ahead and astern, you could see the 
| shells plainly going for the forts. One large 
shell that passed close over us must, have 
{been nearly spent, as it zig-zagged from site 
{to side, changing’ its course as it went; but 
when it struck the base of tue hill and ex- 
ploded it shifted a pile of sand and stones. 

Tt was principally owing to the cruiser 
Novik that we came in for such a hot time, 
fas the battleship retuned to the rest of the 
fleet shortly after the fight began, and they 
never went out any distance, but foundered 
about, it seemed very much in each other's 
‘way, under the guns of their heavy forts. 
("The commander of the Novik, on the con- 
\trary, handled his ship very pluckily, hav- 

ing advanced far outside the others to the 
westward along our line of retreat. He kept 
dodging at great speed backwards and for- 
wards, while his guns were served well and 
quickly.

It was impossible to see what damage the 
Japs suffered. It should, of course, nave 
been much heavier than that of the Russians, 
seeing that they were under the fire of so 
many heavy forts, as well as of the Russian 
fleet. Yet we suw nothing to lead us to sup- 
pose that they were badly damaged, and 
they left. in the same perfect order as they 
came. Nor was any ship of the Russian 
fleet sunk during the time that we were pre- 
sent, though several sustained considerable 
Gamage. For the Japanese bad failed to 
Graw them from under the guns of the forts 
‘and tho assistance that the stranded ships 
were able to give with their heavy guns. 

‘The Russians had engaged: five battle- 
ships, five cruisers, and one Volunteer 
cruiser, and taey had also the two battle- 
Ships and one large cruiser aground. ‘The 
Fapanese fleet consisted of sixteen ships, 
gating uoknown, but I think taere were four 
battleships, three armoured cruisers, and nine 
cruisers.

THE ATTEMPT TO _ 
“BLOCK PORT 
ARTHUR, 


Oficial Reports. 

‘The official account of tho attempt 
made to block the entrance to Port 
‘Arthur on the night of the 24th inst.. is 
kindly communicated to ws by the Consul- 
General for Japan: 

‘On the 26th inst. Admiral Kamimnra 
reporged as follows: According to the 
report of the flotilla of the destroyers 
sent for the protection of the crow on 
Doard the steamers to be destroyed for 
blocking the harbour of Port Arthur, the 
Hokoku Mara having reached the foot of 
the lighthouse on the left side of the 
entrance of the harbour and the Bushia 
Maru on its ontside, sank by destroying 
themselves. The ‘Tenshin” Maru “and 
Buyo Maru on the cast of the Liaotishan 
point and the Jinsen Mara sank them 
selves. ‘The crews on board these steamers 
were nil safely transferred and the 
destroyers and the torpedo boats were all 
safe. On the night of the 24th inst., our 
flotilla of destroyers spied aud attacked 
Port Arthur, Dalny, and Pigeon Bay. 
Our main fleet left for Port Arthur on the 
morning of the 25th inst., and bombarded 
the Russian squadron and the forts from 
adistant point. A little after noon we 
saw the Novik, Askold, and Bayan 
escaping to the inside of the harbour and 
it seemed that the blocking of the 
harbour was little successful. On this, our 
fleet bombarded the inner side of the 
harbour and saw the smoke and fires 
furiously jetting from the harbour. 
‘Mter a bombardment of fifteen minutes 
wwe have withdrawn. In the meanwhile 
‘our feet of cruisers destroyed one des- 
troger of the enemy near Liaotishan point. 
Our squadron was entirely safe from any 
injury and there were neither wounded 
hor Killed, Admiral Togo is still at the 
front andiparticulars will be reported by 
him later on. 

Ths following additional official report 
was communicated later :-— 

‘The five steamers sent for blocking 
Port Arthur proceeded to their destina- 
tion from the south of Liaotishan point. 
‘The steamer “Tenshin Mara” which was

‘The crews on board these ships sot on 
fire the explosive materials and having 
watched the sinking of the ships re- 
moved to the boats, cheering simul- 
taneously. After getting on board the 
boats they tried to reach our torpedo 
boats but having been discovered by the 
enemy’s searchlight amid furious firing 
they could not approach the torpedo 
boats. At daylight when the storm grew 
{more violent they renewed the attempt 
and after having experienced no little 
dificulty they finally met with our squad- 
ron at about 3 p.m. on the same day.

‘The several accounts which reached us 
ast night from our own correspondents 
‘at Tokio and Kobe, and through the 
Japanese Consulate-General at Shanghai, 
of the renewed attack on Port Arthur on 
the night of the 24th, tell in their, simplo 
sentences a story of almost incredible 
daring, which soems to have been nearly 
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successful, if indeed ithas not succeeded 
in part. “The five stone-laden steamers, 
ach entrusted to the smallest handful of 
mien possible, were to steam right into 
their eriemiy’s midst and sink or get sunk 
if they could in the narrow entrance of the 
harbour. Five of them appear to have 
been sunk, but their approach was 
discovered by the Russians before they 
had time to roach the place appointed. 
‘The short and urgent message sent tb us 
from Tokio yesterday afternoon should 
probably read that it is believed Port

The Russian uaval base has been 
practically blockaded from the commence- 
ment of the war, seeing that the fleet has 
not dared leave the shelter of the forts 
and supplies by sea have been cut off. 
Reuter sends news now of another 
engagement on the 25th, in which the 
Russian official account again claims the 
victory. It remains to be seen whether 
it is of a more substantial character than 
that of twenty-four hours earlier. 

Simultaneously there reaches us from 
Tientsin information of a striking Japa- 
nese success in tho first land engagement 
of any importance. By attacking in the 
very heart of Manchuria the army has 
struck apparently as demoralising a blow 
did the navy by its initial successes at 
Port Arthur and Chemulpo. 

‘A circumstantial rumour was afloat 
yesterday that, in attempting to blow up 
the river steamer stranded in the Liao 
river at Newchwang (referred to in our 
Notes on Native Affairs yesterday), the 
Russians accidentally caused an explosion, 
which did serious damage on board the 
USS.

‘The German str. Pronto arrived here 
from Chefoo early yesterday morning and 
is berthed at the China Merchants’ Lower 
Wharf. She arrived at Port Arthur from 
Chinwangtao at 6 p.m. on the 10th 
instant with a cargo of coal for Port 
Arthur She anchored there, and at 
0.30 a.m. the Russians began ‘firing on 
her, firing in all fifteen shells, several 
of which struck and burst upon the vessel. 
About ten minutes to one the firing 
ceased and a Russian guardship, the 
Zabiaka, oame alongside to enquire 
if there were any dead or wounded. 
Receiving a reply in the negative, the 
Zabiaka took her departure. At 10.30, 
am. on tbe 11th instant the Pronto left 
for Dalny. It was just one hour before 
the Pronto reached Dalny that the 
torpedo transport Yenisei was blown up 
by coming in contact with a mine in 
Dalny harbour. ‘The Pronto lay in 














Dalny harbour ten days, discharging her | 


cargo of coal, and left on the 2ist for 
Chefoo, without any refugees on board. 
The Pronto suffered considerable dam- 
age on the port side from the Russian 
shells.” Four struck the hull, just above 
the water line, one of which pierced a 
plate and the remaining three dented 


other plates. One shell exploded on the 
port side of the bridge, piercing one 


‘angle of the wooden casing and shattering 
the other side, also carrying away the 
hand rail and piercing the hollow iron 
rail in several places. The stoke-hold 
casing was pierced in two places by small 
shot from the exploding shells, and there 
are no less than thirteen holes in the 
smoke stack. Anotlier shot went through 
a ventilator, and others went through the 
chart hose, the pantry skylight, and the 
galley skylight (shattering same). All 
the life-boats were struck, those on the 
port side suffering most damage, a shot 
going right through the stern of one and 
another shattering the bottom of the 
other. The top of the mainmast was 
carried away, and another shot perforated 
the mast just below the stayband. The 
flagstaff was also pierced and the main 
rail aft was splintered. Fortunately no- 
‘one on board was hit. 

The “Ostasiatische Lloyd” issues tho 
following :—Fifteon transports left Naga- 
saki during last week, taking 25,000 men 
of infantry, and artillery to North Corea. 
All transports have, instead of lifeboats, 
large Japanese sampans at their davits, 
and there were also stored two or three 
rows of sampans on the upper deck for 
the purpose of landing'the troops. The 
equipment of the transports is reported 
to be splendid. ‘The Manchuria, which 
was taken by the Japanese in the harbour 
of Nagasaki, when war was declared, while 
she was undergoing the repairs to her 
boilers and engines, is now so far ad- 
vanced that she will leave to-day or 
to-morrow for Saseho. 


The captain of the Nakonoura Maru, 
which was sunk by the four Russlan 
cruisors off Hokkaido, has made the 
following statement to the “Nagasaki 
Press’ 

The steamer, which was owned by Mr. 
K. Minamijima of Shimminato-machi, 
Echyu Proviueo, left Sakata on the 10th 
inst., with « cargo of 10,100 bales of rice 
and 380 coils of rope. The crew, includ- 
ing the captain, numbered 39, and in 
addition, four passengers were on board. 
On the ‘1ith inst., at abont 10.30 an ., 
when about 13 miles off Takoura, Mutsu 
Province, large vessels were seen about 
four miles distant on the port side of the 
steamer. When the vessels drew nearer 
they were seen to be Russian men-of-war, 
and the captain of the Nakonoura Mara 
assembled the passengers and crow on 
the deck to await developments. A 
gun was fired by one of the 
Russian warships, and a signal made to 
the steamer, “Follow us and all will be 
well.” Shortly afterwards another signal 
|was made, “Leave the steamer quickly,” 
followed by another. “Leave the steamer 
in fifteen minutes.” Thereupon, the 
NakonouraMarusignalled a request for the 
passengers and crew to be taken on board 
the Russian ships if possible. Meanwhile 
the four men-of-war surrounded the 
steamer and fired on her, at the same 
time a signal being made that it was in- 
tended to save the people on board. A 
lifeboat was lowered from the port side 
and the passengers and half the crew got 
into it. “While the starboard lifeboat was 
being lowered two of the crew were

The German steamer Gouverneur 
Jaoschke arrived here on Saturday from 
Kiaochou, but had little to report. On 
the morning of the 24th inst., when some 
40 miles distant from Port Arthur, those 
on board saw flashes in the direction of 
Port Arthur and concluded that the 
Japanese fleet was engaging the forts. 
No reports of the firing wero heard, but 
the flashes could be seen from about 1 
until 4.30 am. The same evening, on 
leaving Chefoo, the captain of the 
Gouverneur Jaeschke saw seven oneight 
Japanese mon-of-war in the distance, 
about 10 miles from the N.-E. Pro- 
montory, slowly steaming in a south- 
easterly direction. 

The C. E. and M. Cos str. Chingping 
arrived here from Wei on Friday 
evening. Her experience was very 
similar to that of the German str. Pronto. 
The Chingping left Chinwangtao at 1L 
a.m. on the 9th instant, for Port Arthur, 
with a cargo of Kaiping coal. At 8.10 a.m, 
next day, when outside Port Arthur, the 
Russians’ fired upon the vessel, and the 
engines were immediately stopped and 
anchor dropped. Until then those on 
board the Chingping did not know that 
hostilities had commenced between Japan 
and Russia. The Chingping anchored 
near a Russian battleship, and all was 
quiet until midnight, when the forts 
suddenly opened fire. Then shells, pre- 
sumably from the Japanese fleet, began 
to drop all around the Chingping, which 
was struck no less than seven times. The 
firing lasted about an hour. Next morn- 
ing the Chi ngning was ordered to proceed 
to Dalny and arrived there in the after- 
noon. The boat got safely into the har- 
bour, though a Russian boatwhich preceded 
her was blown up by contact with a mine. 
‘After discharging her cargo, the Ching- 
ping left Dalny on the 22nd instant, the 
ship being taken out of harbour by 
Russian authorities, her own officers and 
crew being compelled to remain below 
until the vessel was clear of the harbour.

of each of the Japanese sunken steamers. 
On board of one of them, which was on 
fire, electric wires were found, connecting 
the battery with the keel of the ship; 
they were intended to cause an explosion. 
‘The wires were cut by a Russian mining 
officer of the port, and the fire afterwards 
extinguished. 

“Daring the forenoon of the 24th, seven- 
teon Japanese men-of-war, twelve torpe- 
do-bosts, and several steamers, wore no- 
ticed from the land.’ None of them came 
into the range of the batteries. 

“During the night provious, after the 
moon was gone down, the Jay e torpe- 
do-boats approached the roadstead, but 
they were received by the fire of the 
Retvizan.and the batteries. The Retvizan 
noticed that two Japanese torpedoboats 
were destroyed. 

“About 11 a.m.on the 26th the Japanese 
squadron and sight torpedo boats ap- 
proached Port Arthur. ‘They were 
received by the fire of the Russian fleet 
and the batteries. The majority of the 
Japanese shells did not reach their aim. 
‘One of them destroyed a gun of the

‘The absence of news of land operations 
so far seins to indicate that neither of 
the combatants has yet pushed an army 
over the Yalu—the Rubicon of the present 
war. Meantime the Japanese at all 
events are consolidating their position in 
Corea, Some time before the outbreak 
of hostilities they assumed the control of 
the Sooul-Fusan line, now rapidly nearing 
completion. ‘This morning it is an- 
nounced that by an arrangement with 
Corea, the projected Seoul-Wiju line is 
also taken’ over and will be pushed to 
speedy completion by Japan. 

‘The Mandjour has neither been dis- 
disabled or torpedoed ; she simply 
It is announced that the 
Nippon Yusen Kaisha will resume their 
steamer servico with Shanghai and this 
is a fairly clear indication, not only that 
the Mandjour is not counted in any 
longer, but that all apprehension of 

activity in China waters is 
now allayed. The resumed service will 
be an immense satisfaction to the 
Tapanese community here, and will enable 
somo of the refugees to get home. 

While many war correspondents are 
kicking their heels, those of the * Hai- 
mun” dospatch-boat chartered by the 
Times fis, by all accounts, enjoying a 
little fun. Already, we hear, the Hi 
mun has been chased by a Japanese 
cruiser, and it is understood that strong 
exception is taken to the Marconi telo- _ 
graphic apparatus which forms en in- 
teresting part of its equipment. That this 
should be so is not unreasonable, for 
although the correspondents on board 
might be of the discreetest and their 
messages of the most harmless deserip- 
tion, the possession of the Marconi ap- 
paratus might enable them, purposely or 
Stherwise, to interfere with the wireless 
messages «lispatched by the Japanese 
admiral.

Shanghai is getting attention from 
a fresh class of refugee,—the for- 
eigner namely who is leaving Japan, 
not because any doubt is felt there of 
Japan’s ultimate success, but because, 
except to correspondents and those of ad- 
venturous blood,a country at war is not the 
most comfortable or profitable to live in. 

‘The Great Northern Company’s Amoy- 
Hongkong cable is still interrupted but 
the new northern route and the Eastern 
Extension Company's cables are keeping 
pace with all messages sent through. 

Before the war broke out Seattle was 
endeavouring to find a bright side even 
to hostilities in the prospect of becoming 
a base for supplies to both sides. During 
the last few months the big vessels operat- 
ed by the Boston Steamship Company 
have lefts this port on each trip loaded 
with flour, wheat and barley. The barley 
shipments alone have been greater the 
last six months than ever before. It is 
evident that the supplies will be used to a 
great extent by the Japanese army. The 
barley, it is said, will follow the army as 
horse feed and the flour will be included 
in the supplies for the Japanese soldiers. 
Naturally the Seattle exporters were a good 
deal interested in the likely definition of 
contraband df war.and wore cherishing 
tho hopo that neither combatant would 
object to foodstuffs. The Russian do- 
claration will have come thorefore as a 
disappointment.

THE JAPAN-COREA 
ALLIANCE. 


Terms of the Protocol. 


We have been favoured by the Consul- 
General for Japan (Mr. Odagiri) with the 
terms of the Protocol concluded between 
Japan and Corea, as follows — 


“Mr. Hayashi, Envoy Extraodinary 
and Minister Plenipotentiary of His 
Majesty the Emperor of Japan and 
Major-General Yet Chi-yong (ae}p6R), 
Minister of State for Foreign Affairs 
ad interim of His Majesty the Emperor of 
Corea, being respectively duly empowered 
for the purpose, have agreed upon the 
following articles 


Art. 1.=-For the purpose of maintaining 
& permanent and solid friendship between 
Japan and Corea and firmly establishing 
peace in the Far East the Imperial 
Government of Corea shall place full 
confidence in the Imperial Government of 
Japan and the advice of the latter in 
regard to improvement in administration. 

Art. 2.—The Imperial Government of 
Japan shall, in a spirit of firm friond- 
ship, ensure the safety and repose of the 
Imperial House of Corea. 

Art. 3.—The Imperial Government of 
Japan definitively guarantee the inde- 
pendence and territorial integrity of the 
Corean Empire. 

Art, 4—In case the welfare of the Imper- 
ial House of Corea or the territorial integri- 
ty of Corea is endangered by the aggression 
of a third Power or internal disturbances, 
the Imperial Government of Japan shall 
immediately take such necessary measures 
as circumstances require, and in such caso 
the Imperial Government of Corea shall 
give full facilities to promote the action 
of the Imperial Japaneso Government. 
The Imperial Government of Japan may, 
for tlio attainment of the above-mentioned 
object, occupy, when the circumstances 
require it, such places as may be neces- 
sary from a strategical point of view. 

Art. 5.—The Governments of the two 
countries shall not in future, without 
mutual consent, conclude with a third 
Power such an arrangemoht as may he 
contrary to the prineiplos of the present 
Protocol. 

Art. (.—Details in'connection with the 
present Protocol shall be arranged as the 
circumstances at maturity require between 
the representative of Japan and the 
Minister of State for Foreign Affairs of 
Corea.” 

It is considered that m the prosecution 
of the present war, the use of some of 
tho ports and some portions of tho terri- 
tory of Corea fur strategie purposes 
inevitablo with a view to facilitate imili- 
tary operation, and to show that such use 
iswith the full knowledge and consent 
of Corea and not in disregard or violation 
ei her independence or torriterial inte- 
grity, and also to prevent future complic 
tions, the Japanese Government concluded 
the above Protocol with the Corean 
Government on the 23rd instant.

THE VOYAGE OF THE 
WENCHOW. 


AN INTERESTING sToRY. 


‘The C. N. 8. Wenchow arrived kere 
on Friday morning from Nagasaki and 
Chemulpo, and the chief officer told our 
representative the following story of his 
ard the ship’s experiences during the 
past fortnight 

‘The Wenchow arrived outside Port 
“Arthur at 7 a.m, on the 7th instant. On

her arrival the doctor's 
alongside and ordered her to remain in 
quarantine for 48 hours. A guard of two 
Russian soldiers was placed on board 
and the Wenchow anchored outside the 
harbour, remaining there all night. At 
noon next day a pilot came-on board 
and jold them that he was going to take 
thom inside the harbour to land 34 
cattle which they had brought for the 
Russians. At thoy went inside and 
moored there. ‘The doctor came on 
Doard and told thom they were now cut 
of quarantine and could remain there. 
Thoy stayed thore all night, intending to 
sail next day. Gun firing was heard at 
intervals during the night. 

‘On the morning of the 9th instant they 
saw one large Russian cruiser aground 
outside the entrance and two battleships 
aground right across the entrance to the 
harbour. ‘The Tsarevitch was well down 
by the stern and the Retvizen had e 
canvas mat passed right under her bottom 
to keep her from sinking. At 9 a.m. they 
received Orders from the shore to haul 
down the Blue Peter, as they could not 
leave that day. 

‘The Wenchow had two English pas- 











sengers on board, who were desirous to | fil 


Teave as soon as possible. The chief 
officer went out with them in a sampan to 
see if they could get a passage by the 
Columbia. Tey found, however, that the 
Columbia was in quarantine. The Russian 
fleet was then anchored all in a bunch, 
with the torpedo boats inside. Just as 
they left the Columbia they saw the 
Russian ships getting up steam as quickly 
as possible and also saw smoke on the 
horizon to the eastward. Then a shell 
Aropped right inside the Russian fleet. 
Just as the sampan got back to the Wen- 
chow the fort guns opened fire, and 
shells began coming over the forts into 
the harbour. About 500 or 600 panic. 
stricken Chinese ran .up the hill 
towards the look-out station. First a 
shell would burst on their right and they 
would rush to the left, and then vi 
yersi, One shell struck the hill side 
close to some buildings and levelled a 
large wall. Another struck the heights 
and fell into a coal heap neir the Foxton 
Hall, scattering coal and stones in all 
directions. One dropped between the 
‘Ariel and the Pleiades, bursting as it 
struck the water. Another dropped right 
in the centre of several hundred bags of 
flour which were lying on the wharf. One 
of the battleships lying aground was also 
hit. A shell dropped within 40 feot of 
the Wenchow, but did not explode. A 
12-in. projectile, about 2} feet in length, 
Aropped in a gentleman’s garden, making 
‘a hole about 12 feet in diameter and 8 feet 
in depth. ‘The bombardment lasted 40 
minutes 

‘In the afternoon 200 Japanese re- 
fugees came to the wharf. . They had 
tickets for tho Ras Bera, but were not 
permitted by the Russians to go on board. 
‘At 4 p.m. they came on board the 
Wenchow, saying that they had been sent 
by the Russian police. After they were 
all on board, a guard of eight soldiers 
‘and marines came. All was quiet during 
the night. 

At430 p.m. on 
weighed anchor and proceeded towards 
the harbour entrance. When abreast of 
the guardship two shots were fired into 
her, killing some Chinese. She im-

As there was only one ton of 
water left on board, they then hoisted 
the signal: “Chinese passengers must 
disembark.” At noon the Chineso pas- 
songers were put ashore, Then a civilian, 
seeing that the naval water boat was 
empty, got some Chinese to help him to 
brought it alongside, Just as 
the Wenchow had taken in 3} tons of 
water, some Russians came up in # 
Iainch, hooked on to the water boat, and 
towed it away. 
. On the 10th instant the Wenchow had 
hoisted a signal that they were short of 
provisions, and tho Russians replied by 
Sending on board 10 bags of rice for the 
Japanese refugees. 

‘There was more gui-firing about 9 
pam, but nothing occurred during the 
night. 

“At noon on the 13th the Harbour-mas- 
ter told the Wenchow to be ready to loave 
at 5 pam., but at five o'clock fresh order 
Wore given that she must remain another 
hight’ and take on board some more 
Japanese refugees. ‘There was gun-firing 
at intervals during the night. 

On the Mth, from four until five o'clock 
in the morning, there was heavy firing by 
the forts guns. At 9 aan. the Wenchow 
signalled: “All ready to proceed.’

Mr R. N. Macleod appeared in support 
of the petition of Chu Tsze-chung, for the 
appointment of William Dowdall, archi- 
tect. as trustee for a piece of land 
numbered 201 B., sub-register 265, which 
petitioner claimed interest in as next-of- 
kin to Mrs, Sin Thae, for whom Robert 
C.D. Moffat, who died in 1876, leaving 
no representative, was said to be trustee. 
The land was registered in D. Moffat’s 
name, 21st October, 1860. 











The written declaration of Robert 
C. D. Moffat was that he held the said 
land as trustee for Mrs. Sin Thae, who 
died on the 19th June, 1884, leaving two 
children, one of whom is Chu Tsze-chung, 
the petitioner, and the other a younger 
brother named Chu Yee-sun. Chu Yee- 
sun died on the 24th May, 1894. Chu 
‘Teze-chung prayed for the appointment 
of Willian Dowdall, merchant, as trustee, 
on behalf of himself as next-of-kin, and 
for the registration of the land’ in W. M. 
Dowdall’s name. 

At the previous hearing, said Me. 
Macleod, a question was raised whether 
these two children were the children 
of the younger brother, and steps 
were taken to obtain their evidence, 
and also the evidence of their mother, 
applicant's sister-in-law. Letters passed 
between the Acting Consul-General and 
the Magistrate, and eventually the elder 
son, elder nephew of the applicant, came 
forward, and was nowinCourt. Theanswer 
of the Magistrate to the Consul-General

younger nephew, who was under age, and 
who said his brother knew more about it 
(the family deed of arrangement) than he 
did.

‘The prisoner was pale before but he 
blanched still more as sentence was pro- 
nounced upon him, Still clutching the rail 
in front of bim he swayed to and fro. 
though about to swoon, and when the Vice- 
Consul had finished he gasped: “It is too 
heavy! three years is too much.” 

Mr. Maenss emphasised the facb that 
German law did not provide special punish- 
mont for prisonors who escaped from gaol, 
and in this case the Court had not attached 
much importance to the escape. He only 
regretted that so far it had been impossible 
to find those who bad dared to attempt to 
thwart justice by contriving the escape.

‘The first witness was. tall, bullet-headed 
Chinaman, answering to the name of 
Wong. Wong, whose evidence was translat- 
ed by Dr. Barchet, said he wasin charge of 
an opium den at No. 666, Tiendong Road, 
Hongkew. At eight p.m. on the night 
of the 22nd Febrnary (seventh of the 
moon) a tipsy foreign sailor came in and 
asked for a smoko of opium. Witness 
sold him five fun for twenty cents, which 
the man put in a box which already 
contained some opium. About nine o'clock 
the sailor wont to sleep, and would 
not wake up, so at ton o'clock: they sent 
to the police to get the man out of the 
shop. ‘The sailor had paid 40 cents 
altogether—20 for the two pipes of opium, 
and 20 for cumshaw to the attendant: 
He was the only foreigner present, but 
there was quite a- number of opium 
smokers. He was able to walk when the 
foreigners came to take him away, but 
staggered. No foreigner had come before, 
and witness did not. want to serve him, 
but the sailor showed him his opium box 
to prove that he was used to opium 
smoking.

+ the hospital. He was quite uncon- 
scious, had a very fecble pulse, and 
breathed stertorously. ‘There were 
symptoms of narcotic poisoning. Wit- 
ness washed out his stomach. The 
small amount of matter it contained 
smelled slightly of alcohol. There was 
very little matter in the stomach at all. 

In reply to Assessor Castle, witness 
said ho never thought it was a case of 
ordinary drankenness. ‘There was an 
absenee of aleoholie symptoms in the 
stomach. He regarded it on the other 
hand as a very plain caso of opium poison- 
ing. 

‘Dr. Ransome, who made the post- 
mortem examination, described the body 
as that of a perfectly healthy and well- 
developed man of about 5ft. 10 in. height, 
about 26 years of age, and normal weight. 
There was a very slight congestion of the 
lungs, which “didn’t amount to 
anything,” and_ there was absolutely 
nothing abnormal about the stomach, 
which contained about four ounces of a 
liquid like coffee and a few grains of undi- 
gested rice. 

In reply to Assessor Castle, witness 
said he did not know the local custom, 
but in American hospitals the contents 
of the stomach would have been retained 
as evidence. [The parigraph in yestor- 
day’s issue stating that the stomach 
pump was not applied at the Hospital 
was wrong. The word “not” was added 
to the reporter's copy, after it left his 
hans apparently under a misapprehen- 
sion. 

In further reply, the witness said it 
would be very difficult for a layman to 
distinguish betweon opium narcosis and 
aleoholie narcosis, except by the odour. 
The deceased had certainly not been 
a confirmed opium-smoker. Tt depended 
on the man and the dose whether 
opium taken internally would be fatal 
or not. 

A Chinese assistant from the opium 
shop corroborated his master’s testimony 
that the deceased smoked only two pipes, 
and that he brought his own opium with 
him. 

Police Sergeant Mayman told how the 
man was brought to the station at Hong- 
kew, treated as an ordinary “drank and 
incapable.” When they found the box 
of opium on his person, they paid special 
attention to him, and finally had him 
removed to hospital, after four or five 
hours’ detention. 

In reply to Supt. Burke, witness added 
that the man was just like one of the 
numerous “dead drunks” they were 
accustomed to, and but for finding the 
box in his pocket, they would never have 
thonght of opium. He did not smell of 
opium, but of spirituous liquor. 

Constables Jones and Thygesen, who 
took the man’to the-station, deposed that 
he looked like a drunken man, and they 
considered him as such. 

‘The verdict was held over. 

‘The decision of the jury in this inquest, 
already fully reported, was handed down 
as follows :-— 

We, the jury empanelled to inquire into 
tho cause of death of James L. 
McFarlane, a native of the United 
States, and a coal passer on the U.S. 8. 
Raleigh, aftor carefully considering the 
evidence introduced, find as follows : 

That the deceased James L. McFarlane 
came to his death in the-General Hospital 


























on the morning of the 23rd February ; 


1904, from the effects of opinm poi- 
soning. We are unable to determine 
whether any opium was swallowed in 
addition to smoking the drug, as the 


physician called in the case neglected to| 


|carefully preserve the contents of the 
jstomach after using the stomach pump. 
We are compelled to censure this action 
land to suggest that in future when a 
|death occurs, to determine the cause of 
|which demands an inquest, physicians 
| will take every precaution to make such 
examinations and such preparations for 
analysis as may be necessary in the pre- 
mises so.as to furnish proper evidence to 
enable the Coroner's jury to arrive at a 
satisfactory verdict. From the evidence 
introduced, we cannot but censure the 
Municipal Polico for their orror of judg- 
ment, thus losing valuable time by 
neglecting to send the said James L. 
McFarlane to the Hospital immediately 
for medical treatment after his removal 
from the opium den. We respectfully urge 
upon the Municipal Council the necessity 
of instrneting the Police to submit at once 
any suspected caso of opium or any other 
poisoning, to the Inspector in charge, so 
that said Inspector may be held personal- 
ly responsible fer the proper. disposition 
of such a case. We strongly deprecate 
the assumption, too often ignorantly made, 
that when a human being is found insensi- 
ble, that said insensibility must proceed 
from alcoholic intoxication.

Biz Gambling Raid. 

Ten men were charged with gambling 
with dice and dominoes in No. 11, Chin 
Yuen-lee, off North Szechuen Road, at 
8.30 p.m. on the 24th inst. ‘Threo of 
the prisoners were further charged with 
being concerned with others uot in 
custody in establishing and conducting 
a gambling house at the above address 

Inspector Bourke stated that the house 
had been watched for some time. About 
9.30 that evening, accompanied by 
Detectives Gilfillan and Bookless, anil 
several foreign and native constables in 
plain clothes he raided the premises. 
‘The inmates were playing fantan, There 

nboard outside, but the house 
was not licensed as a club. It was a small 
house in a narrow alleyway with steep 
stairs. A man came down as the police wero 
entering and gave the alarm. There were 
about 40 men in the house altogether, and 
many escaped through windows and over 
the roof, The police succeeded in arresting 
17, of whom seven were bailed out at $20 
each. The bailed men had not put in an 
lappearance. One of the mon charged 
[with running the house was a noted 
igambler. This alleyway was a noted 
|gambling contre for respectable Canton- 
lese. Two of the accused admitted that 
they were concerned in running the 
establishment. It «as not friend-pidgin 
at all. When the police entered there 
wore @ number of counters on the table 
as well as on tho floor, and fantan was 
also on the table. ‘The police had been 
watching the house for three weeks. 

All the prisoners, with the exception 
of those bailed out, and the three men 
|who were charged with running the 
establishment, were fined $15. Tho

$50, $50, and $30 respectively.

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FIRST PRINCIPLES IN 
THE FAR EAST. 


In the February issue of the 
“Fortnightly Review,” the well- 
known writer who assumes the signa~ 
ture of “Calchas” has a long and 
thoughtful article with the above 
title. Ib was still uncertain when 
the article was written whether the 
negotiations between Japan and 
Russia would fail, as they have done, 
or whether some comprom‘se would 
be effected. It has been our own 
conviction throughout that Japan’s 
existence as a leading Power in the 
Far East, if not her independence, 
was staked on her checking the 
aivance of Russia, and “Calchas,” 
as will be seen, practically confirms 
this view of the situation, 

“Calehas” begins by pointing out 
that we do not as a people tal 
broad view of our foreign relations ; 
in other words, that we have not one 
prominent statesman, who has made 
foreign affairs hs province, who has 
a due sense of the proportion that 
the struggle in the Far East bears 
to British interests as » whole. We 
are all agreed that we must keep 
with our whole strength our treaty 
obligations towards our brilliant ally ; 
but we may be drawn into this x 
and if we are, we must fight with 
our whole heart to secure fifty years 
of peace as we fought Napoleon to 
gain a hundred years of security. 
But it must not be forgotten that 
we may lose in one direction as much 
as we gain in another. “‘The friend- 
ship of Japan would never com- 
pensate us fora renewal of enmity 
with France. ‘The weakening of 
Russia, let us be certain, will be 
far from compensating us in the long 
run for the relative aggrandisement 
of Germany. It would be idle to 
disguise these preoccupations. It 
would be criminal levity if we could 
for one moment forget them. The 
Japanese Treaty limits our freedo.n 
of action, but. there is no reason why 
it should limit our freedom of mind.” 

“Calchas” goes on to elaborate 
his point that in foreign affairs we 
are swayed by the passion of the mo- 
ment, and have no permanent princi- 
ple of action. When we dislike 




















Germany, we forget Russia; when 
we abuse Russia, we forget France. 
‘There is a too wide-spread inopres- 
sion that France is getting tired of 
her attachment to Russia, but 
“every cool observer of European 
polities knows that for France there 
e shall find, no perman- 
ent substitute for the Russian con- 
nection.” France cannot stand by 
in cold blood, says “ Calchas,” and 
see her ally utterly defeated, any 
more than we could look idly on and 
see our ally utterly destroyed. We 
are thus compelled to “ consider with 
the utmost clearness the probable 
reaction of the Far Eastern crisis 
upon our interests in cther parts of 
the world.” Unfortunately, the po- 
pular mind in Great Britain has no 
clear working theory of its foreign 
relations. 

First, we must get rid of the idea 
that Russia is something like the 
enemy of the human race. As a 
maiter of fact, a Muscovite is a very 
good fellow, and privately he and the 
Englishman are always good friends. 
We rail against “ Muscovite intrigue,” 
but every Power resorts more 
or less to intrigue, and our_use of 
it would be as great as Russia’s 
—as it has been in the past— 
were we not hindered by our Parlia- 
mentary system and the exiguity 
of our secret service funds. “ We 
are not more convinced of Russian 
perfidy and rapacity than the ordin- 
ary vilgar politician in most Enropean 
countries was convinced that British 
policy was habitually actuated by 
hypocrisy and greed.” Mr. Bezobra- 
zoft, who is supposed to have over- 
come the Czar’s devotion to peace for 
his own sinister puyposes, is only 
what Cecil Rhodes was in the mind 
of the German public. ‘The imputa- 
tion of vicious motives is not only 
always a mistake, but in the present 
case it is entirely unnecessary. The 
struggle between Russia and Japan 
is fundamentally a struggle for the 
command of the strategical situation 
in the Far East. “Either Japan must 
be at the mercy of Russia, or Russia 
will be menaced by inerensing danger 
from Japan. Sooner or later, one or 
the other will be supreme in the Far 
East, and if we are wise we shall 
consent to stndy the problem from 
both points of view.” Russia's path 
of conquest is barred by Germany 























in the Near East, England in the | 


j Middle East, 





and Japan in the 
Far East. Entrenched in Corea 
Russia would threaten Japan's very 
existence; while “the final loss of 
the peninsula by Russia would be a 
check so complete and depressing, a 
disadvantage so decisive and per- 
manent in its character, that any 
Power in Rassia’s situation would be 
justified in fighting for Corea if there 
were a reasonable prospect of suc- 
cess.” 

Having thus shown, by an argn- 
ment of which we have only given 
a very bare summary, that a 
struggle between Japan’ and Russia 
is inevitable, “Calchas,” who sees 
that Russiv’s offensive power has 
been greatly overestimated, proceeds 
to express a hope that war may still 
be averted, by what he calls the 
« rational solution” of allowing Rus- 
sin to take Manchuria and Japan 
Corea, China is trente 1as an entirely 
negligible quantity, “ Calchas” con- 
cludes by saying -— 

“ Whether sooner or later, without, 
war or after wat, Corea is likely to 
become Japanese, and Manchuria to 
remain Russian, A peaceful solution 
in that sense depends upon regarding 
the issue not as one between light 
and darkness, bnt as between two 
sets of political interests exceptionally 
difficult to adjust, between two great 
Powers who have come against each 
other as the result of equally inevit- 
able processes of expansion in op- 
posite diree-ions, Let us remember 
that the maintenance of the friend- 
ship with France ought now to be 
the first object of our diplomacy in 
Europe. Let us agree to remember 
that Russia is the ally of France, and 
restrain the luxury of our moral senti- 
ments in deference to that fact, exnet- 
ly as we appreciate the courtesy of the 
French Press towards our own q 
If British and French public opinion 
can cearly unite in the conviction 
that Cores ought to become Japanese 
and Manchuria to remain Russian, 
the solution that a trial of strength 
could scarcely fail to enfores might 
be reached even at the eleventh hour, 
without recourse to arms.” 

But Japan's object, in which she 
is supported by Great Britain and the 
United States, is that Corea shall 
remain independent under Japan's 
protection, and Manchuria remain 
Chinese. And Russia does not limit 
her designs on China to Manchuria,

“T saw several regiments embark at 
Nagasaki, where they all seem to be sent 
by rail. Forty thousand men have beon 
dispatched this week in the most busines 
like manner. The enthusiasm is immer 
school children being taken to railway 
stations and places of embarkation to seo 
their soldiers off. The transports leave 
Nagasaki without any escort and with 
sealed orders, so that thuir destination is 
unknown, We found the coast between 
Nagasaki and Shimonoseki Straits patrolled 
by torpedo boats, which would steam up 
right across our bows and ask where we 
came from, who we were, ete. ‘The Man- 
churia is in Nagasaki harbour and, I be- 
lieve (no one seemed certain though) that 
the Japs will finish her repairs and use 
her as a dispatch boat. The Ist and 
2nd Reserves have been called out. Tho 
Life Guards are being dispatched imme- 
diately. Included in the 40,000 wer 
some three or four thousand cavalry. 
Here, they say the army has gone to 
Corea. This boat is splendid—the wea- 
ther was very rough between Shang- 
hai and Nagasaki (as you can judge 
when I teil you that the steamer 
tshipped some big seas over the cargo 
decks), but she was as steady as a 
rock. The table is excellent and I am 
enjoying the voyage immensely. My 
cabin companion came down in the Fu- 
ping from Port Arthur, He thinks the Ret- 
vizan absolutely finished, the Tearovitch 
too badly damaged to be repaired. I 
hear of another successful torpedo attack 
‘at Port Arthur on the 14th, when another

“Incidentally the printer was given to 
understand that it was a rush job, and that 
nobody cazed how the words ‘Republica de 
Panama’ were printed, whether upside down 
or otherwise, so long as the words appeared 
‘upon the stamps in some shape. 
“Sheets of stamps were put through the 
in every conceivable manner; suie- 
ways, horizontally, vertically, upside down 
and straight; printed in black, red and blue 
ink. AM the values of all the stanps were 
thus sureharged, and then the Postinaster- 
General prayed for speed to the ship with 
stamps from New York.

‘Tue following literary notes have 
reached us by the French mail :-— 

The third and concluding volume of 
Mr. C. Raymond Beazley’s “Dawn of 
Modem Geography ” will, it is hoped, be 
ready for publication early next year. 
It will be issued by the Oxford University 
Press, to which Mr. Murray has trans- 
ferred the volumes already published. 

Mr. M. Aurel Stein has undertaken, 
with the official sanction of the Secretary 
of State for India, a complete account of 
the results of his researches in Chinese 
Darkestan. {The book, which the Oxford 
University Press will publish probably in 
the spring of 1905, will be in royal quarto 
form, of about 500 pages, and will be 
fully illustrated with upwards of soventy 
separato collotype plates and with a very 
large number of other illustrations, both 
as separate plates and throughout the 
text. Dr. Stein's personal narrative of 
his “Journey of Geographical and 
Archielogical Exploration in Chinese 
Turkestan” met with a very cordial 
reception. 

Another addition to the growing litora- 
ture on the subject of Tariff Reform will 
shortly be ismed by Mr. John Long. The 
work is ontitled “Chamberlain and 
Chamberlainism,” and is a closely reason- 
ed review of Mr. Chamberlain's Colonial 
Policy and Fiscal Proposals. ‘The author, 
Mr. Bartholomew Smith, while admitting 
that the prosent policy of Freo ‘Trade is 
one-sided, and needs enquiry and possible 
revision, argues that the remedy is not 
to be found in retaliation and preference, 
but. in the cultivation of trade relations 
with the three hundred and fifty millions 
of His Majesty's coloured subjects. ‘The 
author makes out # good caso, and his 
work is a useful contribution to the fiscal 
controversy. 























Ar noon on Thursday, (25th ult.) at the 
Nanking Road jetty, Messrs. L. Moore and 
Co. sold by auction the steam launch Liber- 
ty. The Liberty’s dimensions are : 15 it. 6 
in. in length, 5 ft. beam, draught 1 ft. 3 in, 
ait. Her horse-power is 1}, and her 
speed is 6 miles per hour, using kerosene 
fuel. Bidding commenced at Tis. 50 and 
rose by fives to Tis. 100, then by tens to 
Tis. 250 at which figure Mr. R. A. Parker 
became the purchaser. ‘The Ningpo junk- 
houseboat Shaftesbury was also put up 
for sale, but attracted no bidders. 











Ratner late, but better late than not 
at all, comes the official report on the 
land revenue administration of Burma, 
for the year ending 30th June, 1903. 
Few of our dependencies are of greater 
interest just now than this region of 
romance and hard pioneer work. The 
fact that in spite of a somewhat un- 
favourable year the increased assessment 
rates, introduced in certain districts of 
Lower Burma, led to no undue pressure 
on the cultivator, speaks well for the 
manner in which settlement work has 
been carried out. Unfortunately, there 
has been a rapid transfer of cultivated 
lands to the hands of non-agriculturists, 
and an increase in areas sub-let. The 
Government is freely advancing loans to 
cultivators, and offering every possible 
facility. 
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‘Aw eyewitness sends us the following 
from Newchwang under date of the 
19th February.—To-day, as the American 
Consul Miller was returning from the 
gunboat Helena, he observed a Cossack 
who had arrested a small weak-looking 
Norwegian, illtreating the man; and 
when the Consul went up to find out the 
cause and details the Cossack struck him 
with his whip, and afterwards the prisoner, 
hurrying him along to the Police Station, 
where he was at once released after 
Consul Miller had seen the Administrator 
Grosse. The popular indignation is in- 
tonse, and the British Consul is also 
taking stops to move in the matter. Tho 
Russian authorities aro greatly demor- 
alised and no one knows what may 
happen. 


We have received the “ Peking and 
Tientsin Times” to the 20th ul 
large yodown full of stores of all kinds 
belonging to Mr. J. H. Brown, wholesale 
grocer, at Tientsin, was burnt down on the 
Toth. "The loss, excluding salvage, is 
estimated at Tis. 10,000, the building 
and contents being only insured for that 
sum.—Mr. A. Cugno, a_well-known 
Italian engineer on the Lu-Han railway, 
died suddenly from apoplexy while at work 
near the Yellow River, on the 16th inst— 
Lieut, Horibe, of the Japanese army, an 
instructor of the Pachi College, Peking, 
committed suicide on the 1th because 
his application to be allowed to go on 
active service was refused. 





















‘oat recent issues of the “China 
Times” we learn that Mr. Brown had 
goods to the value of Tis. 100,000 in his 
godown. ‘The building alone was insured 
for Ils. 25,000, and he stands to lose 
$10,000 after recovering his insurances.

chwang British volunteers of 1000 have 
received the China medal. 























We have received Japan papers with 
date from Tokio to the 2ist, Yokohama 
the 19th, Kobe the 2ist, and Nagasaki 
the 24th ult—It appears that the 
Nisshin and Kasuga lost sight of each 
other in a gale two days out from Singa- 
pore, and did not see each other again 
until they arrived at Yokosuka, the Nisshin 
two hours ahead.—The crews of the two 
vessels had great receptions at Yokosuka, 
Yokohaina, and Tokio—The N.Y.K. have 
chartered the Lennox.—'The '. . Ro- 
setta Maru went ashore on the 16th out- 
side Shimonoseki.—The torpedo transport 
Yenisei which blew herself up was a steel 
vessel of 2,500 tons built in 1899. She 
had L1.quick-firing guns and a speed of 175 
knote-—Some Americans have offered to 
send out a hospital ship to the Far East, 
and the Japanese Government has gladly 
accepted the offer—The subseription to 
the War Bonds amounted on the 17th 
inst. to over 160 million yen—The two 
battleships recently contracted for in 
England by Japan are to be named 
Katori and Kashima.—There is a general 
movement, from the Emperor downwards, 
to send the gold and silver treasures of 
the people to the Bank of Japan to be 
held as bullion reserve against a possible 
financial crisis—It is understood that 
Japan and Corea have made a defen- 
sive alliance.

It behoves spi 
nors especially to bind thomselves to- 
gother as one man to do all they can to 
fight the manipulators and gamblers.

LAOHOKOU. 
(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 


18th February. 
A Wealthy City. 

‘This is the largest commercial emporium 
north of Hankow. It is often spoken of 
as a second Hankow. Though a great. 
ermmercial centre, it is not a city, but a 
market town or river port, being situated 
on the Han river, at an important point. 
Tis in the north-west of Hapeh province, 
and in communication with Honan, Shensi, 
and Kensn, 

Just at present there is the rest or 
festivity of the Chinese new year season, 
‘The shops are closed to business, ayd, as 
in all parts of Chins, there is mutual 
calling and entertaining. On account of 
the wealth of the place, there is a larger 
amount of sumptuous observance of the 
occasion. 


The Good Cause. 

Mission work is progressing in all these 
parts, The largest is the Roman Catholic 
m'ssion. The late Bishop Banci, who had 
been in China for sixty years, patsed avray 
some two mouths ago, at a ripe old age 
and much respected ‘by all the people. 
He was an Italian of the Franciscan order. 
‘The ai Bishop is a Belgian. who has 
been in Chinn over thitty’ years, Just 
vow some ten of the Fathers are here for 
the new year from different parts of the 
diocese. ‘There are over 10,(100 adherents 
in the diocese. In this place the work is 
extending, and now property hxs been 
added on to the cathe Iral headquarters. 

Among the Protestants there are three 
ions located here. One is the China 
Inland Mission, which looks after its mis 
sionaries going up and down the river. 
The superintendent. is Mr. Lagerquist. 
Three ladies, the Misses Black, live only 
some thren ‘miles away, in the city of 
Kuanghua. 

The largest mission here is the Nor- 
weginn Lutheran Tt has here some 
twenty missionaries, men and ladies, 
most of them being recruits. ‘They have 
two chapels in this piace, and are beginning 
work in the surrounding coun! 

A third mission is that of the Plymouth 
Brethren, situa’ed also in the city of Kuang- 
hua. They have been here several years, 
and have a few converts. Their missi 
‘was opened by Dr. Parrott, now of Shanghai, 
whose good work is well’ spoken of by the 
people. 

Scouts of Civilisation. 

‘As showing the growing importance of 
this place, it may be mentioned that several 
parties have been passing through here on 
various kinds of speculation, or research. 
4 German officer with his wife passed 
here several months ago, going north-west 





























to Shensi and Kansu, intending to make 
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researches for the next three years. 
‘Then an English officer came here from 
Honan and Tientsin and then went 
back. Next camea French party on the 
look-out for mines. Lately there has come 
und passed an English party, going also 
north-west. There are rumours that they 
are to build a railway, but we understand 
that they are only a surveying party. All

In iny last communication I mourioned 
that there hat been a large fire in the 
Grew Street when some hundreds of houses 
were destroyed. In a yery short. time 
some of the shops hid been rebuil: ‘and 
Tusiness wns progressing as though nothing 
had nppened now that part of the street 
has assumed its nermal condition as all 
the shups have Leen rebuilt, except the 
Guo in which the fre originated. The site 
Sf tis shop has ben heaped up with 
Gébris from the adjoining sites, this being 
the Toei! custom of punishing the un- 
fortunate owner of the house where the 
fire commenced. Before he can attempt 'o 
rebuild he has to remove all this débris, at 
no small expense. 

Siuce my-last letter there have been two 
more fires’ in the same street, fortunately 
hot go extensive ns the one already referred 
to. ‘The origin of the first of these was 
through the igniting of sme be - 
curtains; and the other tho work of an 
fucendimry. About a hundred and sixty 
iiien wore domolished atthe. fires re- 
epectively. Still “it’s au ill-wind that 
Hows nobody any goo,” for wood-mor- 
chants, builders, etc., lave made a good 
hharvest, as tho prico of material his 
increased considerably, and the labourers 
get 40 cash a day, more now than they did 
some months ago.

sanitary board, its main object being to 
Keep streets and canals clesn, a stupendous 
undertaking in this city certainly.

SOUTH.

Hongkong, 27th February. 


The Past Week 
has boon devoted in great part to the 
annual Race Meeting, which is the one 
great holiday of the year in this colony, 
and which leads to suspension of busi- 
ness not less goneral than that indueed 
by China New Year. This year it was 
generally obsorved, partly because 
business is so dull that ‘the seeker aftor 
the merry Mexican was glad of an excuse 
for directing his attention from a somo- 
what wearisome task 

The Races, which were held on tho 
23rd, 24th, and 25th inst., were very 
successful and were largely attended. 
The ladies mustered strongly, and their 
bright costumes lent colour to the 
scene in the enclosure. The contre was 
well filled with natives, but for some 
reason the attendance of the soldiers and 
sailors was scanty, aud fow uniforms 
wore visible. ‘The ‘weather was glorious 
throughout, and the “off day” (to-day) 
will cortainly be no exception, being very 
fine and a trifle warm. ‘The most suo- 
cessful stable was that of Mr. Buxey, 
who was fortunate enough to score ten 
wins, including the Derby . and tho 
Champions. The Ladies’ Purso fell to 
Mr. John Peel, who won with Set, 
Mr. Johnstone being up. The latter rode 
in very easy style and scored one win on 
his own account, namely the Professional 
Cup on Wednesday. Mr. Paul, a now 
aspirant to fame, carried off the German 
Cup with Fiscal, and tho ‘same pony won 
another race, Mr. Master securod two 
of the Waler Races. The fields wero 
good in almost every instance and many 
of the finishes close and exciting. Alto- 
gether excellent sport was afforded. 

‘The arrangements wero excellent and 
everything went well, bit one blemish 
must be recorded, which I may  re- 
mark was much noticed by visitors from 
your port. I allude to tho presence in 
the enclosure of a large number of 
coolies, amahs, and natives of doubtful 
character, who made themselves more 
prominent than was either desirable or 
agreeable. There is no reason why well- 
dressed and well-behaved Chinese, should 
not be admitted to the enclosure, but 
their servants and coolies should not be 
allowed there, much less to push to the 
front among’ those who have paid for 
admission. I am told you  manago 
these things better in Shanghai, and I 
can well believe it, for we are ox- 
ceedingly lax in our management of. 
the native mob. If thero is a review on, 
or some distinguished visitor landing, the 
gamins are allowed to take charge, and 
the guardians of the peace look indulgent- 
ly ou. So badly was, the Emperor of 
China's brother mobbed when he landed 
here to go to the Chinese Club that I am 
assured he objected to face the ordeal a 
second time. It is all very well to treat 
the Chinese with kindness, but the 
mob—a very rude one—should at 
least be kept within limits and taught 
to respect their superiors. I put this 
down to the absolute want of all respect 
for those in authority innate in the Oan- 
tonese. The mandarins endeavour to im- 
plant it—with small success—by tho.aid 
Of the lictors. We calmly give up the 
task.

As a community we do not 
stock our Governors for any length of time. 
If a hymn of welcome were adopted for our 
numerous rulers, it would assuredly he 
“Brief life is here our portion.” We greet 
‘them with great cordiality and they express 
thoir thanks and determination to spent 
the rest of their careers with us, but they 
fare generally a long time away from us, and 
when once they go away they stay away. 
Although Lord Northcote has been in 
Australia for over a week, having arrived 
in the Moldavia, his official landing occurred 
only yesterday at St. Kilda Pier. wheace he 
was ‘driven ‘to Parlinment House. Mel- 
hourne, and sworn in by Sir Samuel 
Griffith, Chief Justice of the Fede 
High Court. Tady Northeote arrived on 
Tuesday by train from Adelaide. from 
whence Tord Northcote came on in HM. 
Royal Arthur. ‘The Innding and rerention 
were successful in every way and bath Lard 
and Tady Northcote have made a good im- 
pression.

The Weather and the Crops. 

Rather doleful accounts are to hand from 
some country districts, immense damage to 
hay and grain being reported caused by the 
late rains, which in some contres were abnor- 
mally heavy. Bleached and damaged wheat 
and discoloured oats and barley will be very 
plentiful, while discoloured hay is already 
making its appearance in large. quantities cn 
the market. Many wheat fields have been 
beaten down by the rains, and stripping has 
been rendered impossible.’ ‘The loss in some 
eases is estimated at 25 to 40 per cent of 
‘the sowings, but for the whole State the 
|average will, of course, bo much less. Even 
if fine weather prevails from now onwards, 
‘the completion of stripping, cutting and 
threshing will take a very Jong time. ‘The 
harvesting will probably be the most pro- 
tracted one during the last 20 years.

NOTES ON NATIVE 
AFFAIRS. 


Scarcity of Cereals in Manchuria. 

‘A dispatch from a reliable source in 
Moukden states that there are fears that 
there will be great scarcity in cereals in 
‘Manchuria this year owing to the intended 
abstention of the farmers from cultivating 
their fields. It is further stated that not 
expecting hostilities the wanton destruc- 
tion of crops last year by Russian soldiers 
and Cossacks is being deeply repented by 
the Russian authorities, as scarcity is 
already being felt, so much so that the 
Russian troops have begun to be put on 
short rations, even at the present early 
stage of the war. 


‘The Neutral Line, 
that is to say, the western banks of the 
Liao river in’ Féngtien province (Lower 
Manchuria) marked out by the Chinese 
Government, according to a Peking dis- 
patch, being unrecognised by the Russian 
Government, in spite of repeated dis- 
patches of the Chinese Minister at St. 
Petersburg to the Russian Foreign Office 
to that effect, drew from Viceroy Yuan 
Shih-k‘ai the dispatch to Vicoroy Alexeief? 
referred to in yesterday's “Notes” in 
which the former notified the latter that 
force would be used to expel any Russian 
troops found inside the neutral line 
noted above. It is now stated from 
North Chinchou that Viceroy Yuan's 
stern remonstrance to Viceroy Alexeieff 
has had the desired offect, as the Russian 
patrols hitherto wandering about Hsin- 
mintun and other points west of the 
Liao river have been withdrawn to the 
eastern banks of that river. The 
constant arrival of Chinese reinforcements 
from Paoting and North Tungehou in the 
vicinity of the Hsinmintun Railway 
doubtless also gave a convincing proof 
to the Russians that Viceroy Yuan Shih- 
Kvai was in earnest. It is to be hoped 
that his Excellency will receive the proper 
backing from the hitherto weak and 
timid Ministers of the Waiwupu.

A RUSSIAN ACCOUN' 
OF THE PORT ARTHUR 
BOMBARDMENT. 








‘Tho “ Echo de Chine” translates from 
the “Novi Krai” the following account 
of the operations at Port Arthur on the 
8th and 9th of February. 

“Towards midnight, and although war 
had not yot been declared, four Japanese 
torpedo-boats attacked our vessels which 
were on the anchorage outside the har- 
bour. ‘The torpedo-boats were received 
with a well-sustained fire. Some of the 
numerous torpedoes launched by the 
enemy struck the ironclads Retvizan and 
‘Tsarevitch and the cruiser Pallada, 
damaging them. 

Neither the engines nor the guns of 
either of the threo vessels suffered and 
they continued to float. In spite of the 
darkness of the night, measures were 
taken to tow them within the harbour. 

Our losses in this attack were:—Officers, 
none ; bluejackets, killed two, drowned 
five, wounded eight. 

After the attack several unexploded 
torpedoes were found floating on the 
water. 

Entering the harbour, the damaged 
Js grounded on account of the low 
The Tsarevitch floated off next 

















tide. 
morning and entered the harbour. 

On the morning of the 9th February 
tho approach of a Japanese squadron was 


signalled. Everything was ready to re- 
pulse the enomy in case of an attack. 

Our squadron was composed of the 
ironclads Petropavlovsk, flying the flag of 
Vice-Admiral Stark, commanding the 
squadron, the Poltava, the Sevastopol, 
and the Peresviot, flying the flag of 
Rear-Admiral Prince Oukhtomsky ; the 
cruisers Bayan, Diana, Askold, Boyarin, 
Novik, and the transport Angara, All, 
under full steam, were ready to engage. 

Towards eight o'clock, four Japanese 
second-class cruisers passed in front of 
the squadron, moving from Liaotishan 
towards the South-east, and evidently 
desiring to draw our vessels into following 
them. 

‘The Boyarin, sent to ascertain their 
movements, returned at 10.35 a.m. and 
announced the approach of the enemy in 
considerable force. 

At 1.7 am. there appeared on the 
horizon the enemy's fleet consisting of 
12 units, six first-class battleships and 
six first-class protected cruisers. The 
four vessels previously seen followed 
them in line. 

At 11.10 am. the enemy opened fire at 
a distance of about four miles, with 
12-inch guns. Immediate response was 
made from our side. 

‘At the beginning of the battle our ships 
were all in one line, but they presently 
drew up in double formation. The 
cruisers Askold and Boyarin withdrew aft 
of the Lutin rocks, the cruiser Novik 
stood off Lisotishan, and the cruiser 
Bayan was between our, battleships and 
the enemy. 

‘The forts opened fire after the squadron. 

During the battle, the Viceroy and his 
staff took up positions on Golden Hill. 

Fighting took place at a range of from 
40 to 22 cables and lasted from 30 to 45 
minutes. 

The enemy’s squadron having approach- 
ed to within about 25 cables turned when 
south of Liaotishan towards the south and 
disappeared in the light mist which 
covered the horizon. 

Tho batteries on Golden Hill and Elec- 
tric Hill were most exposed to the enemy's 
fire and these places were covered with 























fragments of shell. A great many shells 
fell in the old town, as far as and in- 
cluding Quail Hill. 

‘Among the vessels which took an active 
part in the engagement, the Novik, the 
Askold. and the Diana received slight 
damage. 

‘At the end of the fight a dense column 
of steam and smoke was observed on one 
of the Japanese boats and it is thought 
that this vessel sank. 

The last reports received are that six 
of the enomy's ships were damaged and 
their losses in killed and wounded were 
150. 

Our losses were -— 

In the fleet : killed twenty-one sailors, 
wounded four officers and niniety-seven 
sailors. 

In the forts: Killed one sailor; 
seriously wounded one sailor; slightly 
wounded three sailors. No officers injured. 

‘The cruiser Pallada took part in the 
battle though aground. 

‘The torpedo flotilla was stationed east 
of the squadron ready to attack the 
enemy’s ships which came nearest, but 
as these latter ceased to advance’ and 
finally disappeared the attack was not 
made. 





Although the enemy's squadron w: 
composed of the strongest units in th 
Japanese fiest and all the cruisers were 
admirably protected, while our cruisers 
consisted almost entirely of non-protected 
vessels, our fleet having approached the 
enemy fired and manceuvred with great 
rapidity. 

‘The Novik did specially valiantly and 
ral times attacked the Japanese flag- 
ships Mikasa, 

fine land batteries also took part in 
the battle, chiefly those of Golden Hill 
and Electric Hill. These two attacked 
the enemy with mortars and 9-inch guns. 
‘The enemy's fire was chiefly directly at 
these two batteries, but thanks to their 
excellent construction with the most 
perfect technical requirements, the 
battle ended with no loss among their 
dofenders.

Farnham, Boyd and Co., Lt. 

An Indian watchman described how 
they fought and damaged the houses and 
said that he thought that the diver was 
the ringleader. 

At this stage two more men wera 
brought forward and charged with stealing 
6 cols of rice, and asswulting some 
coolies with shovels »t the Standard Oil 
Co.'s New Wharf, on the 1st inst. 

Mr. Williams, ‘who was in 
building going on at the whaf, sai 
the conlies charged, with the exception of 
the diver, were his wheelbarrow coo! 
He himself had seen the rice taken into 
the houses and a wang of loafers came along, 
broke into the houses and took the rice. 
When the workman tried to stop them there 
was a free fight. The two coolies in the 
latier charge were ilentified by witness in 
a tea shop as the ringleaders of the gang. 

The diver, and three o:her prisoners who 
took @ prominent part in te mélée were 
sentenced to 200 blows, and were furth 
ordered to pay $14 exch as compensatic 
for the damayed done, or in default go. to 
prison for three months, 

‘The two loafers received the same sen- 
teuce, and one who was wauted hy the 
Pootung Magistrate was ordered to be 
handed over to the River Police at the 
expiration of his sent-nce. The other men 
received 1 day's cangue in order to dis- 
co them from taking the law into 
their own hands.
